a practical  exominotion.  Present  practice  Is  to  give  the 
opplicont  a written  test  tn  principles  of  teaching  and  on  the 
subject  matter  -zoncemed.  Amendment  would  require  that 
the  applicant  also  demonstrate  to  a CAA  agent  his  ability 
to  teach  the  subject  in  "clear  and  understandable  terms."

MONTANA  CIVIL  AVIATION  DEFENSE  PLAN 
Civil  aviation  in  civil  defense  in  Montana  is  being  or- 
ganized In  conformity  wnh  the  model  Civil  Aviation  Defense 
Plan  which  was  prepared  in  Washington  by  twelve  civil 
aviation  agenaes.  This  plan  conforms  to  the  Hopley  Plan 
submitted  to  the  Honorable  James  Forrestal  In  October,  1948. 

Civil  defense  in  Montana  has  been  organized  under  the 
direction  of  Colonel  E.  K.  Cheadle,  who  was  appointed  Di- 
of  Civil  Defense  by  the  Governor. 

The  Governor  has  appointed  Frank  Wiley,  Director  of 
the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  as  State  Chief  of 
Aviation  for  Civil  Defense.  An  Advisory  Council,  represent- 
ing all  civil  aviation  groups  in  the  state,  has  been  appointed. 
The  members  of  this  council  ore: 
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This  council  will  act  In  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Chief 
of  Avlolton  for  Civil  Defense  in  the  operation  and  organiza- 
tion will  Include  the  setting  up  of  defense  avlolton  units  in 
the  seven  defense  districts  of  the  state,  which  have  been 
established  in  the  Civil  Defense  Plan  for  Montana. 

All  registered  pilots  and  registered  oircrafl  In  each  dis- 
iricl  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a District  Chief  of  Aviation. 
Detailed  information  on  plans  for  civil  defense  tn  Montana 
will  be  released  following  the  passage  of  civil  defense  bills 
now  pending  in  the  legislature. 

The  present  search  and  rescue  organization  of  the  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  will  be  Incorporated  In  the 
defense  organization  together  with  all  available  avlalion 
facilities  in  the  slate.

The  registration  applies  to  all 
pilots— student,  private,  and  commercial.

Investigation  has  shown  that  the  pilot  of  the  Northwest 
Airlines  Marlin  2-0-2  which  crashed  recently  had  not  radioed 
that  'the  airplane  has  gone  nuts"  os  was  reported  so  widely 
in  the  press  and  radio.  Recordings  oi  the  message,  in  which 
one  word  was  all  but  unintelligible.  Indicate  it  was  ^e  radio 
which  had  "gone  nuts."  This  has  been  partly  substantiated 
by  evidence  of  on  extensive  electrical  system  failure,  re- 
portedly accompanied  by  fire. 


AIR  FORCE  HOLDING  CONVERTIPLANE  DESIGN 
COMPETITION 

The  Air  Froce  is  holding  a design  competilion  for  con- 
strucKon  of  a convertiplone  which  would  combine  the  flight 
characteristics  of  (he  helicopter  with  those  oi  the  conventional 
airplane  for  use  by  the  Amy  Field  Fc:.  - ond  the  USAF's 
Air  Rescue  Service.  Initially,  such  aircraft  would  be  used 
for  observation  and  reconnaissance  work,  but  the  ultimate 
aim  la  development  of  a troop  or  cargo  carrying  assault 
transport  convertiplone.  Seventeen  companies  hove  sub- 
mitted designs  which  are  now  under  study  at  Wrighl-Palter- 
s'in  AFB.  Dayton,  Ohio.  The  USAF  expects  lo  hove  a flying 
model  within  the  next  three  years.

NEW  FLIGHT  PLAN  FORMS  EXPECTED  SOON 
CAA  will  distribute  new  flight  plan  forms  throughout  the 
country  about  the  end  of  Februory.  The  new  fom  provides 
additional  space  for  security  information  required  of  olrcroft 
flying  in  Air  Defense  Identification  Zones  and  will  cover  three 
types  of  flights:  Visual  flight  rule  (VFR).  defense  visual 
flight  rule  (DVFR)  and  instrument  flight  rule  (IFR).

CHART  AVAILABLE 

Corrected  copies  oi  Atomic  Airspace  Reservations  charts 
hove  been  moil^  to  all  flight  operators  in  the  stale.  The 
charts  are  basically  the  some  as  those  issued  May,  1350,  with 
corrections  that  bring  the  charts  up  lo  date.  There  are  live 
areas,  Salion  Sea,  California;  Hanford,  Washington:  Los 
Alamos.  New  Mexico:  Oak  Ridge.  Tennessee,  and  Areo, 
Idaho,  in  which  flight  of  any  kind  is  prohibited.  Check  these 
areas  carefully  when  flying  in  their  vicinity— and  KEEP  OUT.

NEW  BMMZA  MAKES  INITIAL  BOW 

Beech  Au;r  any  reattlrmed  its  faith  in  the  per- 

sonal airplane  business  by  unveiling  the  new  Beechcraft 
Model  CSS  Bonanza,  designed  especially  for  business  and 
executive  use.  Jack  Galy,  Beechcraft's  Vice  President  and 
General  Manager,  staled:  'We  Intend  to  continue  building 
airplanes  for  executives  as  long  os  we  can  get  materials  and 
components.  It  is  our  opinion  that  such  airplanes  constitute 
an  invaluable  national  asset,  whatever  the  course  of  the 
cold,  warm  or  hot  war.  We  believe  that  which  helps  busi- 
ness cannol  fail  to  benefit  our  nation." 

The  takooff  horsepower  rating  oi  the  Bonanza  has  been 
increased  from  196  hp.  in  lost  year's  model  to  205  hp.  for 
the  C3S.  The  additional  power  Increases  the  performance 
considerably.  The  improved  rate  of  climb  is  evidenced  by 
the  Increase  from  890  fpm.  to  1,1 10  fpm.  with  full  gross  weight. 
Better  short-field  performance  is  indicated  by  a new  takeoff 
figure  of  $25  feel  (at  sea  level,  10  mph.  wind,  20°  flaps). 
The  new  C35‘s  Increased  cruising  speed  is  now  listed  as 
175  mph.  at  8,0(X)  feel  even  though  the  gross  weight  oi  the 
airplane  has  been  Increased  to  2,700  pounds.  This  indicates 
that  SO  pounds  of  new  performance,  comfort,  and  design  fea- 
tures have  been  Incorporated  In  the  new  model;  the  useful 
load  remains  at  1,075  pounds,  the  new  empty  weight,  1,625 
pounds. 

New  aerodynamic  improvements  to  the  stabilizer  provide 
more  riding  comfort:  the  stabilizer  chord  has  been  increased 
approximately  20%  to  give  increased  directional  stobilily, 
and  the  stabilizer  incidence  angle  has  been  changed  slightly 
to  give  Increosed  longitudinal  stability.  A new  wing-root 
flllel,  added  inboard  on  the  leading  edge  of  the  wing  re- 
placing the  stall  strips  provide  the  airplane  with  quicker 
recovery  from  stall  positions. 

A landing-gear  warning  device  has  been  added  to  as- 
sure that  the  gear  will  not  be  retracted  when  there  is  weight 
on  the  wheels.  Now  standard  in  the  Bonanza  is  the  Lear 
Model  LTRA-5  radio  offering  VHF  transmission  on  6 channels, 
VHF  reception  on  the  tuneable  receiver.  Marker  Beacon  re- 
ception, plus  range  and  broadcast  band  reception.  Among 
other  refinements  are  a positive-control  cabin  door  lock, 
two-position  reclining  rear  seat  with  comfortable,  lull-width 
head  rest,  an  additional  fresh  air  Intake,  new  upholstery  fab- 
rics and  a complete  all-over  paint  job  as  stando^  equipment. 

At  the  present  role  of  11  airplanes  n day  from  their 
production  line,  Beech  will  soon  have  new  mod«!i  in  the 
hands  of  dealers  throughout  the  country.  The  price— -$12,990. 

AIRSPACE  RESERVATION—? 

The  establishment  oi  on  airspoce  reservation  over  the 
Superior  Roadless  Areas  (Minnesota)  by  Executive  order  oi 
the  President  was  a milestone  in  wilderness  area  protection. 
The  President's  order  prohibited  landing  in  or  flying  at  less 
than  4,000-ioot  altitude  over  the  designated  roadless  area  in 
Minnesota  so  that  the  wilderness  values  oi  this  unique  coun- 
try would  not  be  destroyed.  This  was  the  first  airspace  res- 
ervation ever  made  in  America  for  other  than  national  de- 
fense or  safety  purpose.  (Annual  Report  U.S.F.S.) 


LOW  FEHQUENCY  RANGE  STATIONS 
While  VHF  is  deadedly  the  trend,  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration  has  promised  lo  retain  enough  low  frequency 
broodcast  stations  to  furnish  all  pilots  in  all  localities  with 
v.-eather  informerfton.  We  know  that  this  will  be  good  news 
to  the  many  of  you  who  have  recorded  your  protests  on  their 
dlconlinuance  to  various  officials. 

PRIVATE  PLANES  vs.  AVIATION  EXPERTS 
Predictions  in  1945  that  there  would  be  more  pnvate 
planes  than  aviation  experts  In  the  U.  S.  by  1955  are  likely 
lo  be  upset.  Declining  private  plane  production  in  past  2 
years  has  put  number  oi  experts  fgr  ahead.  Ratio  now  is 
about  3 to  1.  (American  Aviallon  DILLY.) 
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
